This reveals that last year more than 

~ three times as much was spent by the 
- world on its fighting forces’ and on 


” munitions as in 1914. 


The figures are: 

1913, £833,000.000. 

1928-9, £1,250,000;000. 

1936, £2,500,000,000 to £2,900,000,000. 

‘Another comparison ‘with pre-war 
conditions is provided by the fact that 
in 1918 the outlay of armaments ac- 
counted for 4 per cent. of the world’s 
net industrial production. In 1986 the 
figure was at least 11 per cent. 

Soviet Russia and Japan are shown 
to be the countries whose armaments 
outlay has expanded most in the last 
eight years. Between 1928 and 1936 
Japan’s expenditure rose dy 100 per 
eent., while that of Soviet Russia in- 
creased 16 times. - 

The increase in Britain was 89 per 
cent., in the United States 38 per cent. 
and in France 56 per cent. 

It is significant that no figures are 
given for Germany. The report mere- 
ly states that, taking France as a com- 
parison, Germany would have had an 
additional armaments expediture . of 
£1,650,000,000 between 1990. and 1934 if 
it had not been. for the restrictions 
Tapoeee on her by the Treaty of Ver-
